Iowa National Bank Notes..... 


a brief primer on this fast growing, popular collecting 
field. 


This short article is not going to make you an expert on any facet of currency 
collecting. The purpose is, rather, to give you a layman’s brief description of how 
National Currency relates to our great state of Iowa in terms of economic develop- 
ment, history and community ‘pride’. A secondary purpose is to create a sense of 
appreciation for those of us who collect these notes. 

National Bank notes have their origins rooted in the Civil War. As the North was 
examining methods of funding the Civil War, Secretary of the Treasury Salmon P. 
Chase proposed an intricate plan. Prior to the printing of series of 1861 Legal Tender 
Notes, or ‘greenbacks’ as they were not-so-affectionately called, the United States 
government never printed any paper currency. The lack of federally backed currency 
created havoc in commerce and banking channels of the time in determining which of 
the circulating obsolete notes were good and which were issued by since-defunct in- 
stitutions and were essentially worthless. The National Currency Act of 1863 achieved 
two objectives of Secretary Chase’s plan. By requiring a ‘deposit’ from the bank’s 
organizers in the amount of $50,000 (later lowered to $25,000) in government bonds or 
other hard currency, this capital not only guaranteed that the national bank notes were 
forever backed for full value and thus acceptable by the public, but also the deposit 
money provided the government with much-needed revenue to finance the Civil War 
and, later, to provide funding for the building of a nation. 

lowa has the unique distinction of being the home of the first national bank to 
operate in the country. The First National Bank of Davenport received charter number 
15 and opened for business June 29, 1863. Another distinction for lowa is the fact that 
at one time near the turn of the century, lowa had more national banks chartered and 
operating than any other state. This fact well illustrates the productivity and resource- 
fulness of lowa and her citizens. 

From the beginning of the National Banking system in 1863 until the end of the note 
issuing period in 1935, there were 14,320 banks chartered in this country. Of that 
number, lowa had 542 banks in 312 towns and cities. Collectors search for notes from 
only 503 banks in 300 towns, since the remaining banks never issued any notes for 
circulation. 

By now you have probably decided that the historical perspective of nationals is at 
best marginally interesting, but you still have to be convinced that the collecting of 
these notes warrants your consideration. That is the purpose of the remainder of the 
article . . . to logically explain by enthusiasm and my collecting method for these notes. 

The most logical and most popular method of collecting on a geographical basis. 
Collectors endeavor to obtain a note from their home town or, should that town not 
have a bank, then acquire notes from towns in close proximity to their birthplace. 
Being born and raised in Dallas County, I have endeavored to locate notes from the 
four national banks ever chartered there. However, I have been stymied by my inability 
to obtain a note from the First National Bank of Dexter. Having notes from three out 
of four banks is the only consolation! Not being satisfied with searching for four bank 
notes, I enlarged my immediate collecting area to include notes from the contingent 
counties to Dallas County. This includes Des Moines and Polk County; a considerable 
challenge and one that I doubt will ever be completed due to the very early liquidation 
of three Polk County banks and the fact that no one has ever known of the existence 
today of notes on two of these banks. The map below was a winter’s project a few 
years ago. It locates only the towns of Iowa that had a national bank. 
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Yet there are numerous other ways to collect notes. How about a note from each 
county in the state? Many collectors want notes from every town in which they have 
lived. How about a note from your wife’s home town? (Not being married myself, that 
is one expense I can avoid. Carrying that thinking further, any potential bride should 
come from a town already represented in my collection!) 

A couple of good collecting friends of mine are assembling collections of lowa 
nationals by types. The basic types include first, second and third charter notes in large 
size and types one and two in the small size notes. First charter notes are represented in 
lowa by $1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50 and $100 denominations. Subsequent charter periods did 
not issue the $1 and $2 denominations. With sub varieties, such as red seals and dated 
backs or plain back notes, one can see that an lowa type collection is a formidable 
project. The first note illustrated, from the lowa National Bank of Davenport, shows 
the ornate layout found on Second Charter brownbacks.

The next note shown, the $50.00 Marshalltown note, combines both rarity and type. 
Fifty dollar nationals on lowa are not what | would classify as common. This note is 
definately FAR from common. Marshalltown is a very unusual city in the realm of 
national currency. Four banks issued notes there with the First National Bank 
operating from 1864 until closing in 1928. The note illustrated here, however, is only 


one of four notes known on the entire city and represents the only bank with notes in 
existence. Besides my note, a Des Moines financial institution owns a specimen, the 
Higgins Museum in Okoboji has a $100 note, and another Iowa collector has another. 
Out of the thousands of notes issued, four notes is indeed a small percentage to sur- 
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What other ways are there to collect nationals? The real answer to the question is 
whatever your preference dictates. Follow your plan and enjoy the collecting. Many 
collectors work around a common theme...girl’s names, names of presidents, Indian- 
originated names, similar city names such as Clinton, Iowa, Clinton, New York, etc. 
Perhaps notes with TWO states in the name appeal to you. The following note fits that 
group, along with Nevada, Iowa. 


To summarize the purpose I had in writing this article, I hope I have introduced you 
to this exciting field and, at the same time, convinced that anyone can collect with the 
same degree of respect and enjoyment as the next guy. I would be happy to correspond 
with anyone on the subject, either as a buyer or seller. In my searching for notes for my 
collection, I have opportunity to view many notes for sale and could well spot a note 
you need or have been wishing for. Feel free to contact me in that regard. Feel free to 
contact me should you have any Iowa material for sale or know of the existance of 
notes I may be interested in! 
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In closing, I would like to respectfully give a little credit where it is due. A great 
portion of all my numismatic collecting entheusiasm may be traced to the late Lowell 
Owen. John Hickman, recognized nationally as THE authority on national bank 
notes, is another lowan who has encouraged my interest. Dean Oakes, Gene Bright, 
Gene Morris, Flinton Eitzen, and many more are other collectors, and boosters, of 
Iowa’s national currency.

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Don Mark introduced Harry Peters, INA President who introduced the INA Board 
of Directors. Don then introduced the feature speaker - Margo Russell, Editor of Coin 
World, who filled us in on the Congressional hearing she had attended the week before. 
This is what she told us: 

Margo Russell’s speech: 

Congress is working for a revolution in Numismatics - No 50¢, $1, $50 or $100 bills! | 
George Hattie - new president of the ANA - spoke up for the hobby - asking: for a 50¢ 
Commerative coin to save the 50¢ piece. The Federal Reserve is mad at the Congress, at 
the Treasury, and at the Mint for the poor acceptance of the Susan B. Anthony dollar. 
They also feel there were too many proof sets made this year. Congressman Jerry 
Lewis of California has sponsored a bill to do away with the SBA dollars, but the 
Treasury, Mint, and Federal Reserve are all in favor of it. They admitted being carried 
away with the face on the coin, and did not give proper consideration to its problems - 
size, color, etc. 

The Dept. of the Treasury want the 1¢ changed to an aluminum cent; 50¢ for 
collectors only; they strongly support the $1 coin; $1 note taken out and change the 
printing on the back to off set lithography instead of tallio; $100 & $50 study the use of 
them. They felt they were used for tax evasion and for drug traffic. Basic research is 
going on for a plastic note to replace all paper notes. These would last up to 5 years and 
would force use of the SBA $. There was a negative feeling about replacing the $1 with 
SBA $. One congressman said the SBA $ is as popular with the general public as a 
skunk at a picnic. 95 congressman sent a letter to the Banking Comm. demanding the 
retaining of the $1 note. Write your wishes to your congressman! When George Hattie, 
ANA President testified he said in part: 

George Hattie quote: 

It is my recommendation that the size of the smaller dollar should be increased to a 
size closer to that of the fifty-cent piece. In spite of any confusion between the two 
coins, the American public seldom receives and does not require fifty-cent pieces in 
making change. I would hope, however, that the fifty-cent piece would not be 
eliminated but would be used for commemorative coin purposes, a subject which I will 
discuss in more detail in a subsequent portion of my comments. 

Another suggestion is to have an eleven sided or other multiple sided outer border. 
This type of coin has been used in other countries, one example being the current 
British heptagonal fifty pence piece. 

It appears that time will not erase the public objection to the confusing size of the 
new coin and the most practical solution is to adopt a dollar approximately equal in 
size to that of the fifty-cent piece.
